at which Chamberlain spoke. 
Simultaneously 
Dr. 
H jalm ar 
Schact, president of the G erm an 
Reichsbank, 
arrived

for economic talks. 
Cham berlain 
declared 
before 
commons: 
That 
“certainly” 
the 
status quo agreem ent applied to 
Tunisia. 
“We cannot, however,” Cham ­ 
berlain added, “contemplate the 
possibility of such an attack as 
suggested in the question put by 
Mr. A rthur Henderson.” 
Henderson, a Luborite, had ask­ 
ed w hether, “in view of the pact 
that his m ajesty’s governm ent was 
a signatory of the 19 23 conven­ 
tion affecting British citizens in 
Tunis, 
and provisions

London diplomatic and political 
circles 
took a serious view of 
the G erm an ambassador’s boycott

here last night, although G erm an 
officials in Berlin professed not 
to be greatly disturbed by the 
incident. 
C ham berlain’s 
rebuke 
to 
the 
Nazi press for its “vituperation” 
of E arl Baldwin, form er prim e 
m inister— called 
a 
“guttersnipe” 
by 
a Berlin paper—caused the 
envoy and other Nazi representa­ 
tives who knew of it in advance 
to stay away from the dinner.

United States constitutes “a very 
serious menace.” 
John C. Metcalfe, committee in­ 
vestigator, who spent six months 
checking up on activities of sub­ 
versive 
organizations, 
told 
the 
committee “the real aim of the 
American Nazi movement is to 
build up in the United States 
a 
spy 
organization, 
a 
potential 
sabotage machine and 
a Germ an 
minority.” 
Similar efforts are being made 
in South America, Metcalfe said. 
In response to questions from 
Chairm an Dies (D-Tex), the w it­ 
ness said he believed the United 
States had been placed in “a pre­ 
carious position” through the ef­ 
forts of subversive groups to set 
up sabotage machine. 
Metcalfe 
added 
that 
besides 
Germany, 
other countries which he did not 
name were engaged in spying ac­ 
tivities in the United States. 
The witness declared that in 
the event of war, sabotage plans 
of the organizations to which he 
referred could cause great dam ­ 
age 
“unless 
the 
United 
States 
government takes militant steps 
to put an end to the activities 
of the sabotage machines.” 
Made Study On Bund. 
The youthful investigator, who 
joined 
the 
Germ an-Am erican 
bund to study it from the inside, 
said 
he 
had 
been 
in 
frequent 
touch with army and naval in­ 
telligence units, the justice de­ 
partm ent and police officials in 
various parts of the country and 
that 
information 
concerning 
espionage resulting from his own

over to the justice department. 
Metcalfe said also he was in 
possession of a num ber of leads 
which he believed would disclose 
further information on the sub­ 
ject but which could not be fol­ 
lowed out because the committee 
is terminating its work. 
Dies instructed Metcalfe to gi\-e 
the leads to the justice depart­ 
ment. 
George E. Sullivan, a Catholic 
attorney and author of this city, 
presented to the committee a 12- 
point program for combatting un- 
American activities.

“We are finding new interpre­ 
tations of a generous nature on 
the part of our neighbor to the 
i north.” 
He also called attention to the 
pressure of European events and 
political theories on the Americas, 
a subject with which the confer­ 
ence is increasingly concerned.

One United States delegate sug­ 
gested the new agreement might 
be made applicable only to the 
western hemisphere, thus freeing 
the United States to pursue a 
policy of political expediency in 
' other parts of the world. 
Armed Inv asio n Remo te. 
A feeling that European polit­ 
ical invasion is the greatest threat 
to 
the 
Americas, 
meanwhile, 
gained 
increasing 
acceptance 
among the Latin American dele­ 
gates. 
While the United States has in 
mind some form of continental 
defense coordination and several 
defensive 
and 
aggression 
plans 
are being considered, most of the 
delegates concur with the Cuban 
foreign minister, Juan J. Remos, 
that there 
is 
slight danger 
of 
armed invasion. 
Remos in a speech last night 
ga\e credit to the Monroe doc­ 
trine backed by the United States 
for 115 years. 
Latin American 
delegates, though some held the 
doctrine to be a subterfuge for 
United States predominance in the 
Americas, nexertheless conceded 
they regarded it as a protection 
from European military might. 
Many of the delegates, however, 
were much concerned with pro­ 
jects to ward off an infiltration of 
political propaganda and especi­ 
ally from the totalitarian states—■ 
Germany, Italy, and Japan. 
To thi.^ end the peace commit­ 
tee already is considering three 
specific projects from Argentina, 
IT’uguay and Brazil. 
Argentina suggested the Amer­ 
ican republics adopt uniform leg­ 
islation 
to 
prohibit 
immigrants 
from participating in government 
functions of their native country: 
Uruguay 
urged 
a 
declaration 
against political and cultural ac- 
ii\itie.s by foreign residents: B ra­ 
zil asked an agreement by which 
no special minorities right< would 
be granted large groups of aliens 
residing in an American nation.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14—(.P)— 
Demands of some business men 
for complete repeal of the undis­ 
tributed profits levy increased to­ 
day the signs of a new congres­ 
sional battle over taxation. 
Several industrialists have tes­ 
tified before a senate committee 
investigating profit-sharing plans 
and incentive taxation that re­ 
moval of the undistributed profits 
levy would wipe out a “fear psy­ 
chology” on the part of business 
and spur industrial expansion. 
Observing he had found wide­ 
spread fear of punitive taxation 
still e;vsts among business men. 
Senator Van Nuys (D-Ind) said 
he would urge that congress re­ 
move entirely this tax, emasculat­ 
ed in the 19 38 revenue act which 
the president permitted to become 
law without his signature. 
The tax, placed on earnings 
which are not distributed by cor­ 
porations to their 
stockholders, 
w'as reduced from a maximum 
penalty of 27 per cent to 
2E2 per 
cent by the last congress. 
Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt made known his 
intention of asking the next con­ 
gress to restore the higher levies. 
No rris Giv es Views 
Senator Norris 
(Ind-Neb) 
an 
administration adherent, said if 
the president requests revitaliza­ 
tion of the tax he will actively 
support it. 
Norris pointed out the levy had 
been conceived originally to pre­ 
vent tax evasion by individuals 
who formed corporations for that 
sole purpose 
and insisted that 
reason alone would be justifica­ 
tion for its" continuation. 
He said he also was opposed to 
the principle of giving tax reduc­ 
tions to corporations to encourage 
industrial 
plant 
expansion 
and 
equipment purchases, unless sim­ 
ilar reductions were given to in­ 
dividuals. 
Proposals of this nature have 
been discussed before the com­ 
mittee. 
Senator Vandenberg (R- 
Mich), a member, indicated he 
planned to recommend to the sen­ 
ate 
finance 
committee 
some 
amendments to the revenue act 
which would put incentive taxa­ 
tion into effect. 
On 
the 
other hand. 
Senator 
Herring 
(D-Iowa), said he did 
not see how incentive taxation 
could be made applicable on a 
general basis to encourage either 
plant expansion or the introduc­ 
tion of profit sharing plans into 
business.

Years ag o g as was plentiful in Penn.sy l- 
vania. 
So much so that pipe lines were 
allowed to belch forth flames nig ht and 
day 
lig hting city streets. 
Communities 
wasted it, industries wasted it, and now 
there is a scarcity of this natural resource. 
Rabbit hunting was good, also. 
But hunt­ 
ers were not satisfied to 
supply their 
needs, so they trapped rabbits wholesale 
and shipped the meat out of the state for 
commercial purposes. 
Years later laws 
were passed to iirotect this I'apidly deplet­ 
ing g ame supply . 
But it was too late. 
Despite the rapidity with which rabbits 
are supposed to multiply , rabbit hunting 
is not the sport it once used to be in 
Pennsy lvania. 
Other states have suffered 
similarly . 
Some fine day Missourians will awake 
to the fact that rabbit liunting is a lost 
sport. 
Trapping bunnies and shiiiping to 
eastern markets where the supply is limit­ 
ed is temporarily profitable, but it canT 
last. Ex periences of other states should be 
a warning . 
The state’s conservalion com­ 
mission needs support of iiublic sentiment 
to protect Missouri’s rabbit supply by in­ 
aug urating proper restrictions ag ainst the 
wholesale trapping . 
Moderation in every ­ 
thing is g ood i)hilosophy .
